The par lor  
opens off  the cross  ha l l ,  and the s t a i r s  ascend from the h a l l .  
Another h a l l  leads back in to  the e l l  from the cross  h a l l .  The second

A. Architectural  Character: Although t h i s  is a typ ica l  medium-size 

early-nineteenth-century Valley townhouse, the facade was extensively 
remodelled i n  the ear ly  twentieth century. 

Description of Exterior 
A. Overall appearance: This is a two-story, four-bay house (or iginal ly  

four bays on the f i r s t  f loor  and three on the second f loor )  with a 
f u l l  English basement. A two-story e l l  with English basement i s  
attached a t  the north s ide of the building. 

B. Foundations: Stone, now covered with br ick on the facade. 
C. Wall construction,  Finish and Color: The front  sect ion i s  brick. 

The s ide  walls a r e  l a id  i n  Flemish bond, but the facade is l a i d  i n  
American bond and painted red. This,with the absence of scars  a f t e r  
a l l  the changes i n  fenestra t ion,  would seem t o  indicate  t ha t  the 
facade has been completely r ebu i l t .  The e l l  is random rubble 
limestone. 

D. Chimneys: There a r e  two br ick interior-end chimneys with simple 
corbelled caps on the f ron t  section.  The i n t e r i o r  s ide  chimney i n  
the e l l  has a brick s tack  and corbelled cap. 

E. Openings: 
1. Doorways and Doors: A center bay doorway with archi t rave t r i m ,  a 

stone l i n t e l  and double doors opens on the ground level .  The 
or ig ina l  doors were i n  the e a s t  bay on the f i r s t  f loor ,  and i n  
the west bay on the ground level  leading i n t o  the basement. 

was on the e a s t  end of the f i r s t  f loor ,  and the par lor  opened off the 
entrance vest ibule ,  a s  well a s  having a door i n t o  the ha l l .  The 
dining room was entered e i t h e r  from the doorway under the s t a i r  or  
the doorway i n  the e l l  h a l l ,  a s  i t  is now. 

B. Stairway: The s t a i r  i s  a narrow single-run open-string s t a i r  with a 
v e r t i c a l l y  panelled dado and s t a i r  spandrel. 

C.  Wall and ce i l i ng  Finish: Painted p l a s t e r ,  h a l l  c e i l i ng  is acoust ic  
t i l e .  

D. Doorways and Doors: Panelled doors have p la in  tr im with corner blocks. 
E. Heating: There a r e  f i rep laces  i n  every room with p la in  mantels of the 

mid-nineteenth century on the f i r s t  f loor .  Those on the second f loor  
a r e  more elaborate and appear t o  be contemporary with the construction 
of the house. 'Ihe house is now heated by cen t r a l  heating. 

S i te :  The house sits on the north s ide  of Washington S t r ee t  about one 
h d f  block e a s t  of Main'SCreet, and opposite the Court House.

This simple Lexington town house assumes importance 
because of i ts  connection with Thomas J. "Stonewall" Jackson. I t  is the 
only house Jackson ever owned, and he l ived here with h i s  wife, Anna 
Morrison, from 1858-1861. With the outbreak of the War Between the States  
Jackson l e f t  h i s  Lexington home t o  accept a colonelcy with a Virginia 
regiment, and to  go on t o  subsequertt reknown a s  a general i n  the Army of 
Northern Virginia. He returned t o  Lexington only to  be buried. 

The house was b u i l t  on the northern half  of l o t  13 for  
William Tidd o r  Cornelius Dorman about 1801; the stone e l l  is believed t o  
have been constructed before the br ick f ront .  Archibald Graham sold the 
house to  Jackson i n  1858. Although, Mrs. Jackson retained ownership of 
the house u n t i l  1904, she did not l i ve  there a f t e r  Jackson l e f t  Lexington. 
I n  1904 the United Daughters of the Confederacy bought the property t o  be 
used a s  a hosp i ta l  dedicated t o  Jackson. It began f u l l  operation on an 
a l l  season basis  i n  1911, and continued i n  t h i s  capacity u n t i l  1953. In  
1954 Jay Johns founder of the Lee-Jackson Memorial, Inc . ,  purchased the 
house and eetablished i t  a s  an h i s t o r i c  house museum and memorial t o  
Jackson.
